That Atlanta will have to strain 


every personal resource if the city is 
to fill its quota for the third Liberty 
Loan is the statement of J. M. B. Hox- 
sey, chairman for the city campaign. 

“The result of the first day’s work,” 
said Mr. Hoxsey on Tuesday night, “is 
highly gratifying as, far as the work 
of the teams and their members is 
concerned, but it is really disappoint- 


ing as far as the total of subscriptions ) 


goes.” 

Mr. Hoxsey then went on to show 
that the total number of subscribers 
reported indicated magnificent work on 
the part of the sales forces. Over 1,600 
individual subscriptions were reported 
when the team captains met at the 
noon tuncheon for their reports. 

The total amount subscribed was 
$747,200, which, together with the 
$1,522,400 subscribed at the mass meet- 
ing at the Atlanta theater on Monday 
night, totals $2,269,600. This sum, about 
one-fourth of the city’s quota of $9,000,- 
000, appears more encouraging upon 
the face than when analyzed. 

Duplications Probable. 

Actually, it is doubtful if two mil- 
lions of subscriptions are represented, 
according to Mr. Hoxsey. This is be- 
cause of the considerable amount of 
unavoidable duplication which occurs 
when 250 men are out on the selling 
campaign. Many of the cards turned 
in simply represent the same subscrip- 
tions taken at the Monday night mass 
meeting. 

Aiso, while no figures were given out 
by the banks last night, it is also in- 
timated that only a small proportion 
of those who have signed subscription 
cards have made the official subscrip- 
tion and paid down their initial pay- 
ment to the bank. The loan headquar- 
ters at Washington only includes in 
its reports those subscriptions on which 
the first payment has actually been 
made and turned over to the federal 
reserve bank; therefore, it is plain that 
a considerable discbunt has to be ap- 
plied to the two and a quarter million 
total before Atlanta’s actual figures 
can be arrived at. 

“I figure,” said Mr. Hoxsey, “that 
Atlanta will have to give fourteen thou- 
sand more subscriptions, each averag- 
ing $500, if she is to fill her—quota, 
This is a stiff order, and it will only 
be by every individual depriving him- 
self of all luxuries and some comforts 
that the amount will be raised. 
Fourteen Thousand $500 Subscriptions. 

“When you figure on a basis of five 
individuals to the family and take the 
latest directory reports as to the city’s 
population, it figures out that we have 
got to get one five hundred dollar sub- 
scription on an average from every 
three families in the city, both rich and 
poor and white and black. 

“Tf it were not,” continued Mr. Hox- 
sey, “for the splendid workers who 
make up our selling teams and the 
wholehearted endeavor they have put 
into the campaign, it would look like 
a practically hopeless proposition, But 
that one thing, the splendid personnel 
of the workers, is what leads me to 
hope that we will at least reach our 
minimum figure for the city.” 

Atlanta, this time, has a much heavier 
load to bear than on either of the pre- 
vious loans. [In the first place, the 
size of the allotment is ong million 
greater. Secondly, last time there were 
total subscriptions from the various 
railroads, as railroads, that amounted 
to another million. This time, under 
government control, the roads can sub- 
scribe nothing. Then, also, following 
letters sent out by the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, many of the na- 
tional business houses that previously 
made their subscriptions pro rata 
through their branch houges are this 
time subscribing en bloc through New 
York. This cuts approximately another 
half million off Atlanta’s previous sub- 
scribers. All this, totaling two and a 
half million, has to be made up by 
the local concerns and individuals.

Sweeping steps have just been taken 
by the authorities at Camp Gordon to 


properly protect men in uniform, pro- 
vost guards being stationed in front of 


two hotels with orders to arrest any 
soldier who enters, and the military 
police being ordered to instruct all 
wearers of the khaki not to visit cer- 
tain restaurants, .which have not se- 
cured g@vernment certificates, and to 
force them to leave if they are found in 
these eating places. In the list of the 
ban are some of the best known in the 


city. | 
The first drastic action by military 


police of Camp Gordon, working in 


connection with the department of jus- 
tice for the eradication of vice in_At- 
lanta hotels, was taken Tuesday morn- 
ing at 9:30 o'clock when a provost 
guard of military police was placed in 
front of the . Wilson hotel, 5 Walton 
street, and the Hubard hotel, directly 
opposite, with orders to turn baek all 
soldiers who attempted to enter. One 
of the first acts of the provost guard 
wes to arrest a soldier found in the 
Wilson hotel, who proved to be absent 
from camp without leave. 

An indictment in the federal court 
against the Hubard hotel for alleged 
encouragement of vice comes to trial 
today. 

This guard will remain on duty in 
front of these hotels, military police 
authorities state, until they can show 
that they are properly conducted. 
They refuse to give out any defin/te 
statement as to whether a case will 
be made against the owners In the fed- 
eral courts, stating that this matter is 
in the hands of the department of jus- 
tice. : 
Will Remain on Guard. 

The action of the military police in 
closing the hotels to service men is the 
result, it is stated, of evidence of a 
convincing nature that the places shel- 
ters women of bad character and are 
a menace to thé physical welfare of 
the soldiers at Camp Gordon. 

“The authorities of this country have 
classed as enemies of the country, the 
administration and the prosecution of 
the war those who work either directly 
or indirectly to the detriment, of the 
operations of the government in pre- 
paring the country for war,” stated a 
government official of the military po- 
lice Tuesday. “I believe that a person 
who runs a disorderly house or is in- 
strumental in its operation to be in 
the same category as alien enemies, and 
that they should receive the same pun- 
ishment, for destroying the health of 
soldiers by means of whisky or women 
is certainly retarding the progress of 
war as surely as firing a bomb under 
government property. ~

Paris, April 16.—Bolo Pasha has been 
executed at Vincennes. 


Career of Bolo Pasha. 

Paul Bolo, whose career has been 
closed by the French government, was 
born in Marseilles. He studied for 
the law, but forsook that honorable 
profession for occupations which were 
varied and hazardous. 

He was identified in several enter- 
prises which failed and then he drift- 
ed to Paris, where in 1894, he was 
convicted of abuse of confidence and 
swindling. He later went to Valencia, 
Spain, where he conducted a cafe, which 
was frequented by the French colony. 
In 1903 he married a widow who had 
an annual income of 70,000 francs and 
at once enlarged his field of activi- 
ties, becoming an agent for champagne. 
rand other wines. 

Just before thé world war broke out 
in 1914, Bolo entered into & new phase

From the Khedive Bolo received the 
title of Pasha, which has been linked 
with his name. 


Switzerland in 1915, Bolo met him at 
Zurich, in company with the then Ger- 
man foreign minister, Gottlieb Jagow, 
and an arrangement was made to turn 
over to Bolo the sum of 10,000,000 marks 
to be paid in installments through the 
former khedive, for the purpose of in- 
fluencing the French press. Of this 
sum about 4,000,000 marks were paid 
through Swiss banks. 

During the summer of 1916 Bolo 
bought The Paris Journal from Senator 
Humbert, paying 5,500,000 frances for 
the property. After the initiation of 
proceedings against Bolo, the money 
he paid Senator Humbert was refunded. 

Bolo in the United States. 

In February, 1915, Bolo came to 
America. The Deutsche Bank of Ber- 
lin is said to have turned over to Bolo 
a sum of 10,000,000 francs, which was 
deposited in this country, at least nine 
banks figuring in the records of the 
case. Disclosures made by the United 
States government relative to his ac- 
tivities in this couftry are said to have 
brought about his arrest. 

Bolo was arrtsted September 29, 
1917, for receiving money from Germany 
for use in peace propaganda. After his 
arrest there came sensational disclos- 
ures of his activities. He was placed 
on trial for high treason February 4, 
1918, was convicted February 14 and 
was sentenced t> death. Bolo appealed 
to the court of revision, but the case 
|was dismissed by that tribunal March 
12 and this action was affirmed by the 
court of cessation April 2. The com- 
mittee of revision of the department of 
justice rejected Bolo’s plea for a new 
trial April 5 and April 8 President 
Poincare refused to grant clemency. It 
was announced on the same day, how- 
ever, that the military judicial author- 
ties had granted a reprieve “for the 
moment” to Bolo, because of revela- 
tions which he had promised to make. 

The activities of Bolo and other al- 
leged instruments of German propagan- 
da in France were given the general 
term of “Boloism,” and the general 
trend of comment in legal, journalistic 
and political circles afte* Bolo’s convic- 
tion were: “With Bolo’s death Boloism 
will die.” 

Prominent Frenchmen connected with 
the Bolo affair included former Premier 
Joseph Caillaux, Senator Charles Hum- 
bert and Fernand Monier, presiding 
judge of the highest Parisian court. 
Caillaux and Humbert are in prison 
awaiting trial. 

Bolo’s brother is a Catholic priest 


and is one of the most eloquent pulpit 
orators in the church in France.

The first 
of these was from Douglas, and if the 
congressman does not decide to open 
in his home town, as is usually done, 
it is very probable the opening gun will 
be fired in Coffee county. 

The Georgia senatorial campaign, by 
reason of the issue of Hardwickism, 
Senator Hardwick being the recognized 
leader of the obstructionists in the 
senate, has sprung into national prom- 
inence, and eastern papers are giving 
considerable space to it since the entry 
of Howard, who stands as a one hun- 
dred per cent loyalist. 

In view of the generally recognized 
preference of President Wilson for 
‘emaraaagoee W. J. Harris, of the federm 


trade commission, who is also a can- 
didate, and whose loyalty to the admin- 
istration has never been questioned, 
both of these candidates standing “the 
acid test,” as recently outlined by the 
president in the Wisconsin contest, the 
New York papers assume that the pres- 
ident will keep hands off in the Geor- 
gia situation, and not make any pub- 
lic announcements regarding it. 


Howard's Interview With President. 


Several days ago Congressman How- 
ard had a long interview with Presi- 
dent Wilson in which the Georgia sit- 
uation was gone into thoroughly. Nei- 
ther the president nor Mr. How- 
ard will discuss what transpired at that 
conference, but I am reliably inform- 
ed the facts are as follows: 

Howard told President Wilson that 
a great marorny, of the people of Geor- 
gia were loyal tp his administration 
and to his war policies: and resented 
the misrepresentations of them by their 
junior senatcr, but that he was sin- 
cere in believing that Harris, who had 
been promoted as the Wilson candi- 
date, in Georgia, was not the choice 
of the rank and file of the Georgia 
loyalists. He told the president of his 
own desire to enter the race. To this 
the president replied that he felt very 
kindly to Chairman Harris, the lat- 
ter had always been loyal to him and 
faithful as a government department 
head, but that as between two loyal 
democrats he would take no stand, as 
the results of his having taken a stand 
in state contests, two or three of which 
he named, including Georgia, at which 
time Hardwick was nominated, had 
not been entirely satisfactory or pleas- 
ing to him. 

Fn this connection Howard informed 
the president if he was irrevocably 
committed to Harris, and should ex- 
press to the democrats of Georgia, in 
a statement, the hope that they might 
elect Harris, that although he did 
not speak to Harris he would show the 
measure of his loyalty and his regard 
for his president’s wishes by going on 
the stump for Harris in Georgia in or- 
der to encompass the defeat of Hard- 
wick. The president replied that he 
hoped Howard would not enter the 
race, but in the event he should do 
so, as between two good loyal men in 
opposition to Senator Hardwick, he 
would not attempt to inject himself 
into the situation.

DIRECTOR GENERAL

Great Iron Master Will As- 
sume Entire Control of the 
Government’s Ship Con- 
struction Program. 


SCHWAB WILL BE GIVEN 
ABSOLUTELY FREE HAND 


Selection Followed Con- 
ference at White House. 
Statement Is Issued by the 
White House. 


Washington, April 16.—The building 
of the great merchant marine which 
will transport America’s men and re- 
sources to the battle front was entrust- 
ed today by the shipping board to 
Charles M. Schwab, steel maker and 
shipbuilder, who becomes director gen- 
eral of the emergency fleet corpora- 
tion with unlimited powers to put 
through the vast building program al- 
ready under way. 

“Mr. Schwab will have complete su- 
i pervision and direction of the work of 
shipbuilding,”’ said an official an- 
nouncement issued from the white house 
|after Mr. Schwab had been there to 
| confer with President Wilson in com- 
pany with Chairman Hurley, of the

Schwab Is Fifth Man to Try. 

Mr. Schwab is the fifth man to be 
put in charge of the shipping board's 
building program, but his appointment 
was attended by none of the friction 
which marked some of the previous 
changes in management. The sugges- 
tion for the appointment of a practical 
builder of national prominence came 
this time from the shipping board it- 
self, and Mr. Hurley chose Mr. Schwab. 
First of all was wanted a man who 
could inspire the yard owners and 
workers with the supreme importance 
of building ships as fast as they can 
be turned out. Mr. Schwab’s genius 
for getting the best out of the men 
with whom he is associated—and in 
this connection a fleet corporation of- 
ficial recalled the story that Schwab 
never employed a man he could not 
praise—together with his record of 
achievement in developing the Beth- 
lehem Steel properties brought unani- 
mous approval in the board of his se- 
lection as the man for the place. 

Mr. Schwab was in Washington all 
last Sunday conferring with Mr. Hur- 
ley, Mr. Piez and others. Last night 
Mr. Tiurley was at the white house for 
more than an hour outlining the steps 
proposed to President Wilson, who gave 
the chairman’s suggestions unquali- 
fied approval. Announcement of Mr. 
Schwab's appointment was made after 
he had been thanked by the president 
for sacrificing his personal interests 
and inclination to accept the position. 

Exact division of authority between 
Mr. Schwab and Mr. Piez has not yet 
been discussed. In general, however, 
Mr. Schwab will have charge of con- 
struction, with no restrictions on put- 
ting into effect whatever measure he 
thinks will turn out ships. Mr. Piez 
will continue to carry the burden of 
administration of the fleet corporation, 
such as contracts, legal questions and 
all the multitudinous details arising 
from the expenditure of hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 

Mr. Schwab and Mr. Piez will spend 
Thursday in conference to familiarize 
the director general with the status of 
the shipbuilding program. 

Concerned With Building Ships. 

Officials were inclined to think that 
Mr. Schwab's new position will not re- 
quire the severance of his industrial 
connections, inasmuch as he will be 


concerned solely with the construction 
of ships and will have no part in let- 
ting contracts in which some of his in- 
terests might benefit. As chairman of 
the board of directors of the Bethlehem 
Steel corporation and allied concerns, 
Mr. Schwab has been in control of

According to the latest re- 
ports, the important strategic towns of 
Bailleul, Wulverghem and Wytschaete 
are in German hands, and, more impor- 
tant still, the Teutons have carried a 
large nart of Messines ridge by storm. 

Probably there has been no more bit- 
ter struggle during the war than that 
waged along the battle line through 
the towns of Bailleul, Neuve Eslise, 
Wulverghem and Wytschaete. Neuve 
Eglise was taken Monday, but Bailleul 
held out until fresh masses of German 
troops were hurled into the fray and 
charged repeatedly on the tired defend- 
ers. .The same story might be told of 
Wulverghem and Wytschaete, while the 
battle -for Messines ridge must have 
been frightful in its intensity. 


GERMANS TRYING 
TO WIDEN SALIENT. 


The Germans have not attempted to 
advance their wedge farther into the 
British lines, for no new attacks on 
Merville and farther west have been 
reported. They have devoted their sole 
attention to the work of widening out 
the salient and striking at, Messines 
ridge and the raf road running about 6 
miles north of Bailleul. Messines ridge 
is the key to the Ypres sector, and 
its possession will give the Germans a 
commanding position in starting a new 
drive. 

The successes of the Germans in the 
last day have an importaat bearing on 
the campaign on the northern battle 
front. If they are continued, there 
must be a British retirement from 
Ypres, and possibly for some distance 
farther north, while the cutting of the

SAYS LLOYD-GEORGE. 

London, April 16.—Referring to the 
situation at the front in the house of 
commons, Premier Lloyd-George said: 

“The fluctuation between hope and 
despondency must continue for some 
time yet. But I am still full of con- 
fidence. General Plumer 
(in command at Messines ridge) is 
quite confident. We have lost terri- 
tory, but we have lost nothing vital.” 

“The same spirit that carried your 
army through 1914 sustains us all again 
today against overwhelming odds,” says 
Field Marshal Haig in a telegram sent 
today to Field Marshal French, thank- 
ing him for a message of encourage- 
ment. 


GERMANS PAY 
BLOODY PRICE. 


Washington, April 16—Tne heavy 
price the Germans are paying for their 
advance on the western front was told 
in dispatches to the state department 
today saying that twenty-five trains 
loaded with wounded are passing 
through Aix-La-Chapelle every night. 

The. hospitals at Aix, the dispatches 
said, have been crowded beyond their 
capacity, and the wounded were lodg- 
ed in schools, public buildings and even 
private houses. There was a great lack 
of medical supplies and no morphine. 

It also was reported that the morale 
of the German troops is not good ex- 
cept among the new levies of the very 
young. 


GERMANS MAKING 
MIGHTY EFFORT 
FOR HAZEBROUCK 


With the British Army in France, 
April 16.—(By the Associated ri oeeg 
The town of Wytschaete, lying on the 
crest of a blood-stained ridge at the 
northern end of the new battle front, 
and Spanbroekmolen, which nestle on 
the top of an elevation pust southwest, 
were today stormed an occupied by 
large German forces. Meanwhile. 
fresh enemy troops were battering 
hard at the British lines west of Bail- 
leul in an attempt to continue their 
success of last night and break 
through to Hazebrouck. 

Grim fighting has been oing on 
since morning and well into the after- 
noon there had been no cessation in 
the intense struggle. 

A little farther south a terrific ar- 
tillery dued has been in progress alon 
the zone between La Bassee canal an 
Robecq, but whether this presages 
fresh enemy attacks west of Merville 
to co-ordinate with those to the north, 
it is impossible to say at this hour. 

British Still Confident. 


These facts may seem somewhat 
grim in the reading, but they have 
their brighter side. The Germans won 
new groud at a great cost of life, and 
there is no dimunition in that magnifi- 
cent spirit which has been holding 
against the enemy since April 9; There 
is absolutely no flagging of faith 
among the officers and men along this 
front in their ultimate victory. 

No more gallant defense has been 
recorded since the war began than that 
now going on, and, while further sacri- 
fices are expected, and even additional 
loss of ground, no doubt exists on the 
British front that ultimately the allies 
will come into their own when the 
German side has spent its fury.

Germans Get Balilleme. 


Bailleul, eight and a half miles east of 
Hazebrouck, in Flanders, was captured 
and occupied by the Germans last eve- 
ning when the enemy also seized Le 
Revetsberg ridge. east of the town. As 
a result the British pulled their line 
back northward somewhat to positions 
running east and west a little above 
Bailleul and Le Revetsberg. 

The loss of Bailleul was not unex- 
pected, for its atratepical value could 
not compénsate for the lives it would 
cost to retain it in the face of the ter- 
rible onslaughts the Germans would be 
able to bring to bear against it. 

Last night’s attack was preceded by 
a very heavy bombardment from Ger- 
man guns of all calibers. After this 
intense keg tng the enemy flung 
into the line the Alpine corps, the 117th 
German division, and the Eleventh Ba- 
varian division and bore down on the 
defending positions along the front 
from Mount de Lille—high ground just 
southwest of Bailleul—to Crucifix Cor- 
ner, an elevation on the Bailleul-Neu’e 
Eglise highway, about 2,000 yards west 
of the latter place. 

Desperate fighting ensued, but the 
battle-weary defenders, despite their 
gallant resistance, were unablé to with- 
stand the shock from  overwhelminz 
numbers of fresh troops. Slowly the 
British line fell back, but unbroken 
and in good order, until they reached 
ery present positions, where they 
held. 

Two German Attacks. 


About the time the Germans surged 
forward against Bailleul they also at- 
tempted to advance by two attacks 
southwest of Bailleul just opposite the 
northeast corner of the forest of 
Nieppe. These drives were'preceded by 
heavy minenwerfer preparations. An- 
other attack was driven back by ar- 
tillery fire before the i aca infan- 
try came to close quarters, but the 
other materialized. 

The Germans hurled’ = themselves 
against the British furiously, but witth- 
out avail, for the line held, and the at- 
tacking troops wefe forced to fall 
back. The attack in the Bailleul sector 
had been boiling all day and had been 
expected to break at any moment. The 
Germans continued to pour northwest- 
ward along the roads leading to Hs- 
taires and again the British flying corps 
did great work. The intrepid flyers 
kept up an unceasing machine gun and 
bombing warfate against the enemy 
transports and troops, flying at a 
very low altitude. 


GREATER PORTION 
OF MESSINES RIDGE 
TAKEN BY GERMANS 


Ottawa, April 16—German troops 
have carried Wytschaete and the great- 
er part of Messines ridge, according to 
a dispatch from the Reuter correspond- 
ent at British headquarters in France, 
received here tonight. 

The enemy also has established him- 
self in Spanbrokmolen. The _ British 
are still clinging to the slopes of Més- 
sines ridge, battling desperately to re- 
pel attacks made upon them by over- 
whelming German forces. 


HAIG ADMITS 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


London, April 16.—Field Marshal 
Haig, in his official report tonight, an- 
nounces the occupation by the Germans

Premier Lioyd-George said in the 
house of commons today: 

“It is desirable, in the interests of 
the war, that we should settle the Irish 
question and produce something like 
contentment in Ireland and good will 
in America.” 

Mr. Lloy d-George believed that 
American opinion supported the man 
power bill, provided self*“government 


was given to Ireland, and it was of the | 


greatest importance, at the moment 
America was rendering to the allies 
great aid on the battle field, that Great 
Britain should satisfy American opin- 
ion. Nothing could tend more to en- 
sure the greatest measure of American 
assistance. 

Mr. Lloyd-George said the best way 


to convince American opinion that Eng- | 


land is dealing fairly by Ireland was 
for the British parliament to tender 
such @ measure of self-government to 
Ireland as to satisfy American opinion 
and he believed that the government 
could do that. 

“The government, therefore, arrived 
at the conclusion that self-government 
is an essential war measure,” he said.

tions, and except that three. ig oF | 
hacks for the exclusive. use of’ hotels, | 
where written permission is obtained | 
from the proprietors of such hotels, and | 
no hotel proprietor can give permission 


for taxis to park in front of any place 
of business occupying the store room 


on the ground floor facing the street. | 

The amended traffic ordinance are 
provides that all motor vehicles raped 
stand near right hand curb, and at 
such angle with reference to the curb 


as to permit ingress and egress of ve- 
hicles without interfering with each 
other, and shall stand in such position 
as to safely clear all passing street 
cars. No two vehicles shall stand 
abreast, with reference to the curb. 

Motor vehicles are prohibited from 
parking between the hours of 8:30 a. m. 
and 6:30 p. m., Sundays excepted, on 
Peachtree and Whitehall streets, be- 
tween-Ellis street and Trinity avenue; 
on Mitchell street, between ‘Madison 
avenue and Whitehall street; on James 
street, between Peachtree and Cone 
streets; on Poplar’ street, between 
Peachtree street and Cone street; on 
Pryor street, between Peachtree and 
Edgewood avenue; on the south side of 
Walton street, between Peachtree and 
Broad; on the south side of Edgewood 
avenue, between Pryor street and Equi- 
table Place. 

No vehicle shall be parked on streets 
with car tracks within 80 feet of the 
rear right-hand corner of the inter- 
secting street. 

It is provided also that no motor car 
shall be allowed to stand upon the 
streets bearing a sign advertising it 
for sale. 

The amended ordinance also requires 
that pedestrians shall pay attention to 
traffic officers at corners where traffic 
men are placed, and obey the signals 
with regard to the movement of traffic. 
When the semophore indicates “stop” 
for motor traffic, pedestrians are also 
expected to obey the signal, and to 
move forward when the semaphore or 
signal of the traffic officer so indicates. 

The amended ordinance is now in the 
hands of Chief Beavers, who declares 
he will begin its rigid enforcement 
within a short time, preferring to give 
some notice regarding it before making 
cases.

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Question of Who Will Pay the 
Prisoners Has Not Yet 
Been Decided. 


The war department Tuesday sent 
orders to the army officers command- 
ing the prison camp at Forts McPher- 
son and Oglethorpe authorizing them 
to permit the use of 1,370 imprisoned 
Germans for building Georgia roads. 

At the same time the question of 
payment is still in the balance. It is 
expected that a sum representing 25 
or 30 cents a day over and above the 
maintenance of each prisoner will be 
fixed and that each man’s earnings 
will be placed to his credit at the 
camp exchange to be used in pur- 
chasing necessities not included in the 
equipment furnished by the govern- 
ment, Prisoners are forbidden to have 
the actual cash in their possession, 

But who pays the price? Judge Pat- 
terson, of the highway commission, 
Says that, were the government to 
pay it, it would be necessary to show 
that the road work is urgently and 
immediately necessary, which it in 
fact is, as he says. This being shown, 
the secretary of war could create a 
deficit by making this oo oe 

On the other hand, if the counties 
are expected to pay the money there is 
a& question whether the work would 
be approved. The counties are will- 
ing to pay for all materials, but pre- 
fer to have the government pay the 
prisoners. And this point the Wash- 
ington news does not clear up. 

The German prisoners involved in 
these dispatches, who were taken from 
the German raiders Cormoran, Prinz 
Eitel Friedrich and  Seadler, were 
members of the imperial naval re- 
serves. Thirty-eight others, taken 
from the U-58 by the destroyer Fan- 
ning, have just been sent to Fort Mc- 
Pherson. 

The proposal that interned aliens, 
including crews of interned merchant 
Ships, also be put to work has been 
taken under consideration. Under in- 
ternational law they cannot be forced 
to work except at such labor as is 
necessary to keep their place of in- 
ternment in a sanitary condition. It 
is expected that these prisoners will 
be given an opportunity to volunteer 
for other work at a fair rate of com- 
pensation. 


Menof Many Trades | 
Needed by Pershing; 
Georgia’s Aid Asked 


Provost Marshal General Crowder 
Tuesday appealed to Georgia boards 
for part of 12,000 men needed urgently 
by General Pershing for special duties. 
Delay in supplying data showing the 
occupational fitness of registered men 
has made necessary some temporary 
plan and this plan, as offered’ by the 
provost marshal, General Crowder, is 
“voluntary induction.” 

Uncle Sam has prepared a want col- 
umn listing the kinds of men needed 
—men skilled in various trades from 
air-brake inspecting to stenographers. 
There are 71 varieties of employment 
being offered to Georgia men and to 
men of other states 

Inductions are not to be made at this 
time. Registrants who are skilled in 
the several trades are asked to present 
themselves to their local boards for en- 
listment. On April 29 the local boards 
will notify Major Joel B. Mallet, se- 
lective service officer, who will report 
the number of available men in Geor- 
gia on April 30 to Washington. This 
opportunity for enlistment is open only 
to men of draft age and expires = 
April 27.

By Professor Parks 


A plan has been suggested by Pro- 
fessor P. C. Parks, colored, director 
of agriculture in the Agricultural and 
Mechanical college, of Huntsville, Ala., 
which, if adopted by the negroes in 
the south, will mean millions additional 
to win the war. Professor Parks has 
suggested, and states that the plan 
is already being carried out in many 
parts of Alabama, that in the interest 
of throwing every resource into win- 
ning the war the negroes abandon their 
traditional half-holiday on Saturday 
and adopt a full weekly work day pro- 
gram. 

Professor Parks, who was in Atlanta 
Tuesday, said: “To a great extent the 
south relies on negro labor on the 
farms, and if we can add another half- 
day in each week on thousands of 
farms it will amount to millions in 
food and clothing to shorten the war.” 
He said that prominent white citizens 
had joined with leading negroes in 
touring rural sections in Alabama to 
drive this fact home to the negro farm- 
ers and that now on hundreds of farms 
where production was formerly halted 
Saturday at noon, work goes on un- 
interrupted until sundown.

advertisers—every one of them genuine and 
reputable, so far as we know to the contrary 
—have in many instances fairly implored 
and begged its acceptance, so keenly anxious 
are they to get their enticing call to the 
ears of Georgia workers. 

Only yesterday The Constitution declined 
seven half pages of such advertising, ap- 
pealing for men for employment outside of 
Georgia. 

The Constitution deelines that class of 
advertising, not because it is not clean or 
legitimate, but simply because we know 
that the Georgia laboring man, white or 
black, is better off right here in Georgia 
than anywhere else upon the face of the 
earth; and because he is needed Here at 
home! 

Of course other states need laborers, just 
as Georgia does. Everybody knows that. 
And everybody ought to know by this time 
that in order to induce laboring men to leave 
Georgia for work elsewhere contractors and 
other extensive employers would tickle the 
ears of ‘the Georgia laborers with fine- 
sounding stories of free transportation, supe- 
rior opportunities, ideal working conditions, 
fabulous pay, epicurean board, etc.—any- 
thing, in fact, to lure them hence. 

But The Constitution’s advice to 
working man of Georgia is simply this: 

Stick at home! Stay where you know 
you are well off; and do not listen to the 
Arabian Nights tales of the employers who 
would entice you into forsaking your home 
and fleeing into possible “evils that you 
know not of!” 

In keeping with that principle and that 
policy, we are turning away the good space 
contracts of those seeking to take men away 
from Georgia. We shall continue to adhere 
to that policy to the letter. 

And the only “outside” labor advertising 
we will accept under any conditions will be 
that authorized by the United States gov- 
ernment, which, of course, is mandatory.

OF STATE-WIDE INTEREST. 


The demand for an adequate highway 
commission law; for the abolishment of the 
iniquitous fee system; for a common sense 
and reasonable bond election law, and for 
other and similar legal reforms in Georgia, 
is rapidly becoming so general throughout 
the state that it looks as though the legis- 
lature will be compelled next summer to 
heed it. 

One of the state’s most aggressive advo- 
cates of such reforms is R. J. Freeman, 
commissioner of roads and revenue for 
DeKalb county, a man who has done highly

Change in our constitution by which

poor county may join hands in issuing 
bonds for road improvement. Abolition 
of fee system as to solicitor general, and 
amend our constitution for all county 
officers to be paid by salary, instead of 
a knock-down fee system. : 

The present law governing each of the 
propositions enumerated by Mr. Freeman is 
archaic, obsolete and wholly out of keeping 
with the times. 

The DeKalb commissioner pertinently 
declares: “Every state in the union has 
made more progress in the way of good 
roads than has Georgia!” 

He goes on to recount that “a few years 
ago, through an act of congress, federal aid 
for post roads became available, and other 
states have been improving their highways 
from this fund.” 

Why is Georgia the exception? 

Mr. Freeman supplies the answer: “Be. 
cause the act creating the Georgia highway 
commission was railroaded through the 
legislature;” and “a few bluff-politicians put 
over the weak, measly, inadequate bill, 
which, was a joke!” 

Commissioner Freeman shows that both 
the chairman of the highway commission 
and the state highway engineer have pub- 
licly— 

admitted that this bill is faulty and full* 
of holes, and must be changed before we 
will receive our share of the federal aid. 
They have at last reached the conclusion 
that this little pet or petty bill of theirs 
must be mended before the $800,000 of 
Georgia’s share can be reached. Four 
hundred thousand dollars and two years’ 
time lost on account of a few fellows 
who through their political pull guided 
our whole legislative body.

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Churches Less: Crowded Than When People Believed in a “Holy 
War”—Clergymen Are Not Pacifists. 


BY BLANCHE SLOCUM

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(Sixth of the series of fifteen articles 
by Miss: Blanche Slocum, of Oak Park, who 
left Germany last January and arrived home 
on March 28. Her experiences and observa- 
tions in Berlin and elsewhere in Germany, 
where she resided as a music student, are 
the most recent of any accessible to the 
American people.) 


One day in Berlin, during the first week 
of war, I heard a great hubbub in the street 
and saw a crowd gathered in front of a big 
poster. Everyone was crying, for the poster 
announced the first victory in Belgium. The 
tears were tears of joy. 

Germans believed the “fatherland” at- 
tacked by cruel, envious foes. They believ- 
ed the war was a war of self-defense. They 
believed that right was on their side. Now 
they saw “right” triumphant—proof positive 
that “God was with them.” They appeared 
less sure about it before I left Germany in 
January, 1918. 


Crowd Into the Churches. 

During the early stages of the war they 
thronged the churches. While in no respect 
sensational, the country-wide rush to the 
churches had in it certain elements of a 
huge religious revival. 

The indifferent, the callous, the worldly, 
became all of a sudden devout and prayer- 
ful. Anxiety for German soldiers at the 
front explained this in some measure. Grief 
for the dead explained it more fully. But 
perhaps the kaiser’s pious phrases in his 
every proclamation did more than any other 
one thing to give Germany’s onslaught on 
civilization the air of a holy war. 

Churches in Germany are less crowded 
now. The early enthusiasm was short-lived, 
and before very long I could say to my 
German acquaintances, “Why do you keep 
shouting ‘Gott mit uns? I should think it 
would be more reverent to speak of ‘uns mit 
Gott,’” and they would answer, “Well, 
there’s something in that.” 


Pastors Ruled by State. 

Still, the church situation in Germany 
today is very different from the church sit- 
uation in Germany before the war. Despite 
a considerable lapse from the first intensity 
of emotion, the churches have held a good 
share of their gains, and the kaiser’s pious 
talk—*Forward with God!” and all that— 
goes down whole. 

Even today German pastors can bid their 
people “Stand for the right, as Martin Luther 
did,” though the kaiser’s prayer for an 
‘honorable peace” and for divine grace to 
“treat our enemies in a Christian manner” 
is no longer read in churches by his 
majesty’s orders. Perhaps his conscience 
smote him. . 

Meanwhile the kaiser talks piety. The 
Germans swallow that with the same will- 
ingness—even delight. Beyond question, the 
religiosity of the imperial household has 
accomplished a lot toward preventing re- 
bellion in Prussia. 

Few Pacifists in Clergy. 

Since my return home I have heard that 
Americans observe with curious’ interest 
how constantly Wilhelm speaks of God and 
how—apparently as if on purpose—he never 
speaks of Christ. 

People over here infer that his “alter 
Deutscher Gott” is the God of the Old Testa- 
ment and not by any means the God of the 
New Testament. The distinction never pre- 
sented itself to my mind in Germany, nor 
did it seem to have presented itself to the 
minds of my German acquaintances. They 
mentioned Christ in connection with the war 
quite as frequently as they mentioned God 
in connection with it 

However, their devotion to the Prince of 
Peace bred few, if any, pacifists among the 
clergy. Well-disciplined state officials (pas- 
tors of German churches are government ap- 
pointees), those ministers upheld the war, 
unhelp the government, upheld the govern- 
ment’s every policy, no matter how out- 
rageous.’ 

Opposed to Newer Sccts. 

From of old the German imperial govern- 
ment has ruled the German churches, and in 
wartime it rules them with redoubled rigor. 
While recognizing three churches—Protest- 
ant, Catholic, Jewish—it bears down with a 
heavier hand than ever on such modern sects 
as the Christian Scientists and the Salvation 
Army. 

Salvationists are not allowed to sing in 
the streets. German soldiers are forbidden 
to attend the Christian Science church in 
Berlin, and an army order provides that 
“any Christian Science 
absent treatment to a soldier will be put in 
jail.” 

Chuarches Are Not Stripped. 

Over here I have been told that the Ger- 
man government stripped German churches 
of their copper roofs and took away their 
bells. That may be true. But I never hap- 
pened to see a German church in process of 
shedding its roof, and there were certainly 
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& great many church Dells up to the day I 
left, though they had pretty much outgrown 
their habit of celebrating German victories. 

That, while in its glory, was the one 
theatrically warlike demonstration ever 
gone in for extensively by the German 
churches. I cannot recall hearing of special 
services being held. I never saw a German 
flag inside a church. And religious holidays 
are kept in quite the old familiar style, ex- 
cept that the German ‘Easter egg now con- 
sists of tin or papier mache. 


Conflict tn Their Views. 

Nothing in Germany is stranger to watch 
than the church’s gospel of love in conflict 
with the government's gospel of hate. Not 
many Germans appreciate the conflict, 
though some do, and occasionally you hear 
people say, ‘“‘There’s not much love now- 
adays,” and “Preachers don’t dare tell us 
now to love our neighbors as ourselves.”” But 
whenever a British or American preacher 
speaks harshly of Germany, the German 
newspapers print his remarks with the com- 
ment, “Doesn't sound much like loving his 
enemies, does it?” 

Sometimes the conflict between the two 
gospels leada to a queer enough muddle— 
for instance, that in the mind of a German 
I heard talking on his way to the street 
after listening to lecture on Luther by a 
German pastor. 

“I wish all the English would starve to 
death!” he said to his .companion. “Dear 
me!” protested the other. ‘“‘That’s not Chris- 
tian.” Then the Briton-hater said, ‘No, I 
don’t suppose it is. I'll reef it in somewhat. 
I wish the English would nearly starve to 
death.” 

From a certain point of view even this 
was rather a ferocious extreme, for the Eng- 
lish church is still kept up in Berlin, with 
services in English, and the American church 
is closed only because there are so few 
Americans left in Berlin. 

Love and Malice Mixed. 

Certain fairly numerous classes in Ger- 
many are not bothering their heads about 
the clash between religion fostered love and 
state fostered malice. They are outside the 
church, end always were. Some make 4 re- 
ligion of art. Multitudes delve in philosophy. 
Many are crass materialists. 

But the great bulk of the German people, 
religious by instinct, cleave to the church, 
and the imperial German government finds 
in the church an invaluable medium for 
propaganda, Thus it contriva to maintain its 
hold on the sentimentality of Germans be- 
hind the lines and of Germans in the 
trenches. Innumerable books and pamphlets 
linking war with religion are flooding Ger- 
many today. Letters from German soldiers— 
how many I have read—glow with plety. 

When war broke out the German im- 
perial government took pains to post a 
proclamation saying, “From this day for- 
ward we are neither Jews nor Gentiles, but 
only Germans.” This interesting document 
has not been lived up to very rigorously by 
the German imperial gevornment. No Jew 
can be an officer in the German army even 
today. Nor have all Germans forgotten their 
sectarian affiliations. 


Catholic Centrists Active. 

The Catholic Centrist party is prominent 
and active and would cause much more un- 
easiness than it does were it not for the 
common conviction among Protestant Ger- 
mans that “the pope is broad-minded and 
noble, and stands for justice.” 

But, while differences of creed still di- 
Germans, and while political dif- 
ferences divide them still further, they are 
in the main united by a piety deep-rooted in 
the German soul. Among the common peo- 
ple this brings to pass a situation of which 
they are but little aware. They cry, “Down 
with the war!” though it is not so very long 
ago that they called it a “holy war.” They 
ery, “Down with the government!” though 
William II. is the head of the church. 

How do they reconcile their piety, which 
is real, with their aspirit of veiled mutiny, 
which is not leas real? Do they tty? Will 
they perhaps make the attempt later on and 
fail? 

Change Peace May Bring. 

The downfall of autocracy in Russia in- 
volved the downfall of religion. When de- 
feat comes upon the Germans, what will 
they then say of the “holy war” and the 
slogan “Gott mit uns!” and of their church 
and its governmentally appointed clergy? 

In the new and free Germany that we 


that a free church—free morally, spiritually, 
and intellectuaNy—will be among the great- 
est gains vouchsafed to the German people 
by the triumph of democracy over ruthless 
medieval despotism.

Government’s War Allotments Apply 
To Men in Every Branch of Service 


By'J. A. Hollomon. 
Washington, April 16.—(Special.)—The 
bureau of war risk insurance, through which 
the allotments and family allowances grant- 


ed by the government to dependents of en- 
listed men are cleared and disbursed, is over- 
whelmed with work; and the delay in get- 
ting out the allotment vouchers, where the 
applications have been properly validated, 
is entirely clerical. 

The provisions of the act went into effect 
on November 1, 1917. It being an entirely 
new department, dealing with a line of work 
brought about by the demands of war, ap- 
plying to all enlisted men in every branch of 
the army and navy, the details of the organ- 
igation had to be first worked out not only 
but at each of the camps 
and cantonments and naval training sta- 
tions. This necessarily consumed a great 
deal of time. The provisions of the allot- 
ment law not being thoroughly understood 
at first by many of the men led to a num- 
ber of changes, initiated by the men, and, 
therefore, the work of revising has been al- 
most as heavy as that of putting the system 
into operation. | 

With all of thia detail, however, the bu- 
reau is now rapidly catching up with its 
work, and Commissioner Nesbit, the officer 
in charge of the allotment division, is con- 
fident that by May 1 the division will be 
up to the day with its work, and will be 
able to keep uD with it without further em- 
barrassment. 

Hundreds of inquiries are received in 
Washington daily regarding this matter of 
allotments. A great many of these show im- 
patience at delays, and this explanation 
should make the matter clear. Interested 
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event the commissioner will look up the 
individual case about which inquiry is made, 
and report promptly just what the status of 
the case may be.

What the Law Provides. 
Many inquiries and not a few complaints 


from dependents of soldiers in the 
originate from a misinterpretation 
misunderstanding of the provisions of the 
law. The dependents are divided into classes, 
ahd, for the information of those interested 
in all classes, I will endeavor to make the 
provisions clear. 

The great majority of enlisted men, in 
both the army any navy, are unmarried; 
therefore there is no compulsery allotments. 
Under the provision of the act of October 6, 
1917, allotments to parents is a matter en- 
tirely within the discretion of the enlisted 
man. It therefore follows that, since an 
award is contingent upon the soldier's allot- 
ment and other information disclosed in his 
application, it must be appreciated that the 
bureau is without authority to take affirma- 
tive action in this, and similar cases, until 
the application is first placed on file. 

This in a sentence answers hundreds of 
complaints received from dependent parents, 
The soldier must initiate the application. Not 
only must the soldier ask for the allotment, 
by proper form of application, secured from 
the insurance officer in his company, but he 
must evidence the faithfulness of that ap- 
plication by en allowance from his own 
salary of an amount each month equal to 


that applied for as a vernment allotment 
under the provisions of the act.

allotment of $15 a month from his wages. 
This is compulsory, and the government 
covers this by an equal amount, plus a 
further additional amount for the child or 
children; except, in the cose of a divorced 
wife, the combined allotments shall not ex- 


ceed the monthly amount specified in the 
court’s decree. 


The married soldier, who is thus com- 
pelled to make allowances for his dependant 


wife, or wife and children, from his wages, 
may also allot any proportion or any fixed 
amount of his monthly pay remaining after 
the compulsory allotment, for such purposes, 
or for the benefit of such persons’ as he may 
elect. The word “may,” which is from the 
verbage of the act, therefore makes any al- 
lotment to parents or others, after the com- 
pulsory allotment to the wife, entirely vol- 
untary. 
The Allotment Seale. 

These two classes—the married enlisted 
men and the unmarried enlisted men—are 
Known in the act as Class A, the former, and 
Class B, the latter. The monthly family al- 
lowances by the government in these two 
Classes follow: 

Class A—(a) If there be a wife, but no 
child, $15. 

(b) If there be a wife and one child, $25. 

(c) If there be a wife and two children.

Towns. 


All of north Georgia was Tuesday 
involved by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, the state’s largest 
public utility concern, In its suits for 
new and generally higher rates for 
gas, electricity and _ transportation. 
During Tuesday afternoon a 
voluminous and comprehensive peti- 
tion was filed with the railroad com- 
misson. Atlanta people had been ad- 
vised in advertisements that this ac- 
tion was contemplated. 

The petitioning company operates 
street car systems in Atlanta, Kirk- 
wood, Decatur, Bast Point, College 
Park and Hapeville; also in the city 
of Gainesville; also an extensive 
Suburban street railway business in 
the counties of Fulton, ‘DeKalb and 
Hall. 

It supplies electric current for light 
and power in the same territory and 
generally through the northern part 
of the state of Georgia, embracing 
many other cities, towns, suburban 
territories and industrial and commer- 
cial establishments as well as private 
establishments.

His 
presence served to expedite greatly the 
decision to pool all allied resources in 
men and munitions in order to meet the 
new peril. 

The prompt action of General Persh- 
ing in placing his men at General 
Foch’s disposal is known to have met 
with Mr. Baker’s hearty approval The 


French generally made a deep impres- 
sion on the secretary, who is known to 
share fully President Wilson’s belief 
that victory can only spring from a 
unified command under such a leader. 

During his trip Mr. Baker visited 
Engiand, France and Italy and sa'w the 
battle fronts all along the line. He 
has been in the American front line 
trenches under fire; once a German 
shell exploded close to his automobile, 
and on another occasion he stood in 
the window of a battered building be- 
hind the allied lines to watch how 
power missiles come howling to tear 
great craters in a field less than a 
hundred yards away. 

Heard Thunder of Guns. 


As he sailed for home, the thunder 
of the British and German guns on 
the Picardy battle front was still in 
Mr. Baker’s ears. While that struggle 
was in its opening stages, his party 
passed along the whole British line 
covering 200 miles in two nights and 
a day of muvotoring. ring all that 
time the British guns re drumming 
constantly in their ears, a steady, ter- 
rible roar of destruction, that was 
with them waking or sleeping. The 
German bombardment was drowned by 
the nearer tumult of the British reply, 
although the shell bursts ef the enemy 
joined in the chorus. 

Mr. Baker sailed for Europe on an 
American cruiser. He returned on a 
famous liner, formerly German, but 
now an American transport. The trip 
over was rough; but on the ‘way back 
calm weather prevailed, and the only 
incident was a radio call yesterday 
from a burning steamer, which the 
transport changed her course to an- 
swer. Otherwise the party would have 
landed twelve hours sooner. 

When he reached France, the war 
secretary placed himself in the position 
of an American soldier, just arrived at 
the goal of his ambition “over there. 
He wanted to know exactly what prep- 
arations had been made for the care of 
the men from the time they arrived. 

The whole vast project of American 
operations was mapped out before the 
secretary. It represents one of the 
greatest undertakings any nation has 
ever engaged in, and even to the man 
under whose hands have passed all the 
plans, it was amazing because of its 
bigness and the thorough, workman- 
like way in which General Pershing 
and his officers are doing their great 


job 
Americans Stimulate French Spirit. 
No doubt was left in the visitors’ 
minds of the stimulus given French 
spirit by the arrival of American fight- 
ing forces in France.

The secretary, it is understood,. is 
not inclined to underestimate the peril 
that further German successes in the 
present terrific onslaught against the 
allied line might involve. There is no 
doubt, however, that he believes ade- 
quate measures ‘to checkmate the Ger- 
man effort ‘will come out of the pool- 
ing of all allied and American re- 
sources under command of General 
Foch, the French commander-in-chief. 

Mr. Baker had little to say for pub- 
lication. On his arrival early today at 
an Atlantic port he authorized this 
statement: 

“YT return with a sense of pride and 
confidence at the achievements of the 
United States_and allied troops .abroad 
that would justify many trips across 
the water.” 

Information for Wilson. 

Whatever direct information the war 
secretary may have as to the plans of 
General Foch will be for the ear of 
President Wilson alone. 

There have been many reports that 
Mr. Baker went to Europe for the pur- 
pose of urging unification of all allied 
armies under a single commander. He 
had no comment to make on this 
point. Officials familiar with the cir- 
cumstances of his conferences with the 


British and French authorities and

GEORGIA LABOR HOSTS 
GATHER IN AUGUSTA 


Twentieth Annual Convention 
of State Federation Will 
Open Today. 


Augusta, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)— 
The opening session of the twentieth 
annual convention of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor will be held here ‘to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock. A large 
number of the 200 or more delegates 
expected to be present have already ar- 
rived.

The convention will be welcomed to 
the city by Mayor James R. Littleton, 
President Marquardt responding. Fol- 
lowing this a service flag, containing 
1,342 stars, representing the contribu- 
tion of Georgia organized labor to the 
personnel of the army and navy, will 
be_ raised. 

President Marqardt’s annual mes- 
sage, organization work and speeches

‘The German Curse in Russia,” the
